GRAVE OUTLOOK AS TO 
FOOD PROBLEM.

The Right Hon. Sir T. W. Russell, M.P., Vice- 
President of the Department, presided. In 
the course of his opening address he said that 
the crisis through which the country wae pase 
ing had taken on a graver aspect since he last 
addressed the Council, It continued w impese 
upon the Department a heavy burden of 
anxiety and strain—a burden that, to all ap 
pearances, was pot likely to be: lightened in 
the immediate futur’. The position, in fact, 
was euch that the question of maintaining and 
developing the production of food gdined hourly 
in importance. Faced by that state of affairs, 
and the numerous and sometimes puzzling ae 
mands that were made upon him, the Irish far- 
mer might well exclaim that what with the 
Department and production, and the Food Con- 
troller and distribution, he was being harried 
and driven to destruction. (Hear, hear.) In his 
work at the Department he was frequently 
brought into contact with the complaint that 
in thie or that direction the farmer was not 
receiving an adequate reward for his industry. 
There had, indeed, been casea in which the 
State had been accused of profiteering at the 
farmers’ expense, How many people, incluaing

The Corn Production Act—which superseded 
the Defence of the Realm Regulations to a 
large extent—with ite detailed provisions in 
regard to the prices of grain, agricultura!

Department, untiring labour and readly exhaust- | 


ing anxiety were invelved in bringing about 
thie very remarkable result. What amounted 
to a revolution had to be initiated and carried 
through in 
time, It necessitated an increase of stail for 
the proper organisation of the work and the 
inspection of the land. It meant the supply, 
under considerable difficulties, of an immense 
amount of new sgricultural machinery, manures, 
seeds, and seed potatoes, and other such re- 
quisites. With the leyal and strenuous co-opera- 
tion of the County Cemmittees of Agriculture, 
and the aid of a special Advisory Committee, 


formed out of this Council, the troubles that | 


beset the Department were resolutely faced and 
successfully overcome. 


NEXT YEAR'S TILLAGE. 


All thie work was done under the Dafence 
of the Realm Regulations pertaining to tillage 
and food production. The farmers of Ireland 
were required to till ten per cent. of their 
arable land in addition to such amount as had 
been cultivated in 1916. This year the State 
called upon them, under the Corn Production 
Act, to put a still further addition of 5 per 
Those who failed to 
carry out their tillage obligations during tho 
past season were being compelled to make good 
their default, and eubstantial pregreas was 
being made in this direction, lear, hear.) 
As to the current Tillage Orders, he mentioned 
that the Corn Production Act epecifically pro- 
vided that if any occupier of land it Ireland 
failed to cultivate the minimum tillage portion 
of his heldng he sheuld be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding £5 for every acre in respect of 
which he was in arrear. re had been eome 
criticism—not very much—of the eompuisory 
tillage proposals for 1918. It had been urged 
upon the Department that any further impesi- 
tions of the kind would be more than the 
country could reasonably bear, that they would 
simply mean the repetition and probably the 
aggravation of the diffoulties experienced in 
reaping the late harvest, and that there would 
not be enough manure to go reund. There 
was, of course, & certain amount of trouble in 
these and, in fact, in every other direction last 
year. But that trouble most not be d, 
and it certainly was met such as shenld arrest 
further progress, especially when that progress 
would materially strengthen the feod supply in

observed a Press notice issued by the Depart- 
ment within the past few days pointing out 
thet the supply of maize and maize meal 
threatened to dangerously short, and that 
it would be necessary for those farmers who 
had been counting upon this feeding stuff to 
use the surplus oats not suitable for convert 
ing into oatmeal for the immediate and abso- 
lute needa of their stock. 

POTATO PRICES. 

Mr. J. P. Farrell, M.P., moved :— 

That_in the opinion of this Council the action 

of the Food Controller in fixing the sum of 6/- per 
cwt. as the minimum price at which potatoes now 
being marketed should te sold is a mischievous and 
an uncalled-for interference with the law of supply 
and demand, which alone in a season of compara- 
tive plentifuiness should regnlate the potato markot 
in Yeland; that we are surprised there should not 
be closer nation between the Department and 
the Food Control ittee; and that we demand 
our cight to be heard in these cases before further 
bungting is attempted. 
He eaid that the manner in which the Cca- 
troller had dealt with potatoes was calamitous 
in the highest degree. The Order had since 
| been relaxed, so that farmers were now able 
i to sell at £4 a ton, which was, he thought, a 
fair price. Thera was no danger of shortage of 
potatoes in this country, an 
ordinary law of supply and demand should havo 
fair play. (Hear, hear.) What be wanted to 
know was why Orders should have been made 
in London, and applied tothis country without 
previous reference to the Departmant or to this 
Council. In his opinion they shourd stand up 
acainst this kind of thing once for all, and 
tell the Food Controller that they would advise 
the people to resist his Order. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Field seconded. 

The Vice-President said that Mr. Farrell was 
mistaken in saying that the Orders had been 
made without consultation with the Depart- 
ment. The Departments in the three countries 
were consulted; but, at all events, the advice of 
the Irish Department was not followed by the 
Feod Controller. 

Mr, Slattery (Tipperary)}—This Department 
hes not the confidence of the farmers of Ireland. 
You have been bungling everything in this De- 
partment for ‘years. Who advi the Food 
Controller to fix the price of potatoes? 

Mr. Gill—The Department did not. 

Mr. McDonald (Cork) said that if the Food 
Controller had not maintained the price he 
would have been charged with breaking his 
word. (Hear, hear.) But now that there was 
an abundant crop the price should be reduced 
for the sake of the poor people. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Cogan did not blame the Government for 
having fixed the price of potatoes at last 
winter, whon prices up to £20 or £22 were being 
charged. There should be a fixed price for 
potatoes as well as for grain. (Hear, hear.) 

The Vice-President said he would take care 
that the views of the Council were represented 
to the Government and to the Food Controller. 

That part of the motion which expressed the 
opinion that there should be closer cooperation 
between the Department and the Food Control 
Committee was adopted. 

SWINE FEVER REMEDY. 

Mr. Field moved a resolution calling attention 
to the value of the serum treatment for swine 
fever. 

Mr. Prentice, Chief Veterinary Inspector 
under the Department, said that the Depart- 
ment had been dealing with the disease for 
over twenty years by the slaughter process, but 
it had not eliminated the disease. It had been 
found in England that. the serum treatment had 
reduced the disease. The Department in Ireland 
had been strongly pressed to adopt that system 
of treatment, ta the Treasury had not yet 
given the money required for the setting up of 
a veterinary laboratory in Ireland for the oarry- 
ing out ef the treatment. They should require 
between £2,000 and £3,000 for the purpose. 

Mr. Slattery said that the scarcity of pigs wes 
not due to swine fever, but to the want of 
feeding stuffs. 

Mr. Field moved a resolution calling upon the 
Treasury to provide an adequate grant for the 
establishment and maintenance of a veterinary 
establishment, with the means of manufacturing 
serum for the treatment of swine fever. 

Mr. John Butler eaid it would be wrong to 
say that ewine fever prevailed in Ireland, for it 
did not. (Hear, hear.) 

The resolution was passed. 


WANT OF FUNDS. 


Mr. P. J. O'Neill cailed attention to the in- 
adequacy of the funds available for schemes of 
agriculture and technical instruction in Ireland. 
He said it was incumbent upon this Council to 
record its opinion, and desire that the Depart- 
ment should be supplied with funds in order to 
carry out, with increasing efficiency, if possible, 
the work om which they hed already embarked. 
In the coming year a large number of county 
committees would find themselves confronted 
with the problem that they bad no money to 
their credit, and must make their schemes fit 
in with their actual net income. Material parts 
of the schemes for the coming year had, for 
want of funds, to be eliminated, which was un- 
fortunate. New duties had been mmposed by 
Parliament upon the Department, and, although 
a certain sum had been placed at the disposal 
of the Department to finance these schemes, the 
administration of them had placed a new burden 
upon the Department, and no financial provision 
had been made to meet it. 

Mr. Slatiery moved as an

The amendment was not seconded. 

The Vice-President said the Department had 
to sell £25,000 of stock in order to pay their 
officials a bonus of £16,000. They had lost 
£12,000, but the Chief Secretary had put it to 
the Treasury that that loss must be restored. 

Mr. Field then moved a resolution requesting 
the Government to provkle the Department 
with a substantial permanent increase in the 
funds at their disposal, in order to carry on 
a work and technical instruction, 
which was go essential to the prosperity of the 
country. 

Mr. O'Neill seconded, and the resolution was 
adonted. 

Sir Nugent Everard, Colonel Sharman-Craw- 
ferd, and Mr. John Bolger were appointed as a 
deputation to wait on the Prime Minister and 
Chief Becretary to place the subject before 


them. 
CORN MILLS.

That the Conncil, in view of the Compulsory 
Tillage aud Minimum Wages Order, strongly im- 
presses On She Government the Jjoatice and the 
absohite necessity of maintaining, during 1918-19, the 
minimum prices of grain epplicable to the year

that the maximum prices as fixed by the Food 
Controller's Gram (Prices) Order, 1917, eghould be 
maintained for the same period 

Mr. Nicholas B. King seconded. He said it 
would be a great help to the farmers if. the 
Wages Board could tell them what minimum 
work per day they were to expect from the 
labourers. 

Mr. Kennedy (Meath) criticised the Orders of 
the Wages Board. He said the concession made 
to the eniployers by the firs’ Order was taken 
away by the final one. It was a difficult ques- 
tion gbout the hours of labour, for the labourers 
were really the dictators. Thera were weak 
spots in the Wages Order. There were some 
absurdities in the latest Order. 

The Vice-President said that the Wages Board 
would have to learn by experience. The time 
was rotten ripe for dealing with labourers’ 
wages. (fear, hear.) It was not so long ago 
that people believed that a labourer was well 
paid at 10s. a week and a cottage. They would 
never see that time again. Looking at the price 
of provisions, no farmer had any right to e 
that a man and his family could live on 156 
a week. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. McCarthy said that what the farmers 
wanted was that they should be guaranteed fair 
rices for their produce, while they were bound
